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tians, were invited to look upon an Ox, that had for two or 
three days almoft continually held his Neck ftreight up, and 
was dead of a Difeafc, the Owner could not conje&ure at 5 
whereupon, the parts belonging to the Neck and Throat, 
being open’d, they found, to their wonder, the Afpcr/z Ar- 
teria in its very Trunk all fluff’d with Grafs, as if it had been 
thruft there by main force: which gives a juft canfc of 
marvelling and inquiring, both how fuch a quantity of 
Grafs fhould get in there $ and how, being there, fuch an 
Animal could live with it fo long. 

Of a place in England, where , without petri fying 
Water, Wood is turned into Stone. 

The fame Searcher of Nature, that was alledgedin the 
immediately precedent Obfervations, did impart alfo the 
following, in another Letter from Oxford, where he faith :

tlie next Edition. Here is a certain Stone, that is thought 
to be petrefyed Bone, being fhap’d like a Bone, with the 
Marrow taken out; but with a fit Menflrunnt , I found that 
I could eafily diflolve it, like other foft Stones: andpoffi- 
bly it may prove as fit as Ojieocolla , for the feme Medicinal 
lifer. 

Of the nature of a certain Stone , found in the In¬ 
dies, in the head of ^Serpent. 

There was, foaie while ago, font by Sir Phileberto Vernatti 
from Java major, where he refides, to Sir Robert Moray, for

The like Relation* having been made, by feveral others, 
of fuch a Stone, and fome alfo in this City affirming, to have 
made the Experiment with fuccefs, it was thought worth 
while, to inquire further into the truth of this Matter: finee 
which time, nothing hath been met with but an Informa¬ 
tion,delivered by that Ingenious PariJian i MoT)Genr7hevenot 3 
in his focond 7ome t of the Relations of divers conj/dirable 
Voyages , whereof he lately prefented fome Exemplars to his 
Friends in England. The Book being in French, and not 
'•ommon, ’tis conceived it will not be amifs to infort here 
the faid Information, which is-to this effeft.; 

, In the Eafl Indies 3 and in the Kingdom of Quantjyja China-, 
there is found a Stone in the Head ofcertain Serpents (which 
they call by a name fignifying Hairy Serpents )wh\ch heals the 
bitingsof the fame Serpent, that el fo would kill in 24 hours.
